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Reports to Members 


President 

The most important matter which has been engaging the 
attention of the Council during the last year is the approaching 
completion of the new War Memorial building and the problem 
of finding money to provide floor coverings and furniture. Our 
Director and staff have a tremendous task ahead of them in the 
movement of the collections, equipment and Library into the store 
rooms and exhibition halls of the new building. 

During the year an appeal was made by the Auckland War 
Memorial Committee which resulted in a sum of £23,000 being 
contributed to ensure the completion of the building. It is hoped 
that it will be possible to open the Services Museum halls which 
will provide an appropriate approach to the new Hall of Memories 
by the middle of next year. 

It is also expected that it will be possible to open to the 
public again the parts of the old building which have had to be 
closed during additions. Unfortunately, the lecture hall has had 
to be omitted from the building and until it is possible to add this 
important feature, the former library will be used as a temporary 
assembly hall. The hall must first, however, be plastered or other¬ 
wise re-lined and reconditioned generally. 

The Director’s report outlines the possibility in respect of 
the preparation of the rest of the museum and the order in which 
this will be undertaken. It may be possible to re-open the library 
in the new building later in the present year. Book shelving from 
the old library has been dismantled and is being built into the new 
block. The generous gift of £5,000 by the Sir John Logan 
Campbell Trustees will enable floor covering, curtains and other 
requirements to be provided for the whole of the library. The 
sum of £ 1,809 has been expended from our own funds in the pro¬ 
vision of new steel shelving. 

Honours 

The well deserved honour of the C.B.E. conferred on our 
Director by Her Majesty the Queen will give much pleasure to 
our members. We also have pleasure in congratulating Miss E. 
E. Stephens, O.B.E. on the well-merited recognition given to her 
valuable services to education. 
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Royal Society of New Zealand 

During the year the Council has given much consideration to 
proposals for greater financial assistance for that body, of which 
we are all members by reason of our membership of the Auck¬ 
land Institute and Museum. During the year our members have 
voluntarily contributed £132 towards the Royal Society’s share 
of the cost of the Darwin Centenary Research Expedition to the 
coast of Chile, in which two New Zealand scientists took part. 
This expedition, organised by the Royal Society of London, was 
sent as a tribute to Charles Darwin, the great scientist. His theories 
were partly developed during the expedition of the “Beagle” in 
the Pacific, during which he visited New Zealand in the year 1835. 

The New Zealand contribution to this expedition was in part 
a tribute by New Zealand to scientists who, since the days of Dar¬ 
win, have taken part in the scientific exploration of this country. 

Contributory Members to the Royal Society of New Zealand 

As a result of discussion between the Royal Society of New 
Zealand and branch representatives, the proposal has been adopted 
that each member body of the Royal Society of New Zealand shall 
establish a class of members who will contribute annually to funds 
of the central body; a proposal for the alteration of the rules will 
be placed before the Annual Meeting to establish such a class of 
members who will each contribute 5/- per annum. 

Formation of Auckland Maritime Society 

During the year a new Society, the Auckland Maritime 
Society, was established to promote the study of ships and related 
subjects. The Society has been adopted as a section of the Auck¬ 
land Institute and Museum; we welcome this new Society and 
hope that it will give pleasure and instruction to its members and 
to the citizens of Auckland. It is a project which should work in 
well with the development of the museum outlined in the Director’s 
report. 

Staff 

Mr P. J. O’Brien, the Taxidermist and Preparator has unfor¬ 
tunately left us to take a position at the Otago Museum. Mr 
O’Brien will be a great loss to our staff. Our members will be 
familiar with the extraordinarily good work that he has done 
during the six years he has been with us, and in particular will 
know the dioramas in the Natural History Hall. We are now three 
short in our staff, i.e., geologist, zoologist and preparator.

Obituary 

We record with regret the deaths of Lady Gunson, O.B.E., 
Mrs Selwyn Upton, Rt. Hon. Lord Bledisloe, Colonel W. W. 
Clemesha, C.I.E., Dr A. G. Talbot and Messrs W. Andrew, P. H. 
Basley, J. M. Carpenter, J. M. Frater, B. L. Hamilton, A. M. 
Henderson, H. K. Jones, W. G. Miller, M. E. Priestley, E. L. 
Wilcock, J. M. Wilson and G. Winstone. 

Mrs Selwyn Upton was, with her brother the late Sir Cecil 
Leys, the donor of the largest collection received by the Museum, 
the important Edge-Partington collection of oceanic ethnology: 
Lady Gunson constantly supported the Museum’s activities, par¬ 
ticularly in relation to the annual native flower show; Mr J. M. 
Frater was the donor of valuable Maori ornaments; Dr Talbot 
was for 54 years a member in turn of the Canterbury and the 
Auckland Institutes. Lord Bledisloe’s death marked the end of 
a life of devoted and distinguished service to the Empire and 
Commonwealth in administration, science, agriculture and educa¬ 
tion. The Auckland Institute was honoured to have him as a 
member. 

Financial 

Owing to the increased cost of administration of the Institute 
side of our activity, it has been found that the present annual sub¬ 
scription of £1/1/- and the Life Members subscription of 
£10/10/- are insufficient to cover the cost of services given to 
members. These services include our regular lectures and the 
functions which we hold, circulars to members, and a portion of 
the cost of the library. A proposal for the alteration to the rules 
is to be submitted to the Annual Meeting providing that the annual 
subscription shall be increased to £2/2/- and the Life Members 
Subscription to £15/15/-. 
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Gifts 

Sir Ernest Davis has presented a magnificent portrait of 
Lord Freyberg which he wishes us to hold on behalf of the citizens 
of Auckland. We are most grateful to Sir Ernest for this truly 
generous gift, which I am sure Members will consider an outstand¬ 
ing portrait of a very great soldier. This is the third portrait for 
which we are indebted to Sir Ernest. 

The Farmers Trading Company Ltd., through its Managing 
Director. Mr W. Calder Mackay. O.B.E., M.C., who was a former 
member of our Council, has intimated its desire to present a Spitz 
Planetarium as a jubilee gift to the City of Auckland. This gift 
has been gratefully accepted by the Council, and we expect to 
have this most important instrument installed in a few months’ 
time. It will afford the citizens of Auckland the great pleasure of 
seeing portrayed the movements of the heavenly bodies. All who 
have seen these instruments working overseas agree that they 
afford an enthralling experience. It will be a most important addi¬ 
tion to our ability to give pleasure and education both to young and 
old, and we greatly appreciate the generous and far seeing gift 
from the Farmers Trading Company. 

During the year gifts were received to liquidate certain out¬ 
standing liabilities in respect of the Spitfire Aircraft. Twenty 
Pounds was received from the Brevet Club and £79/12/- from 
an anonymous member.

Astronomical Society 

The Auckland Astronomical Society reports the past year as 
one of the busiest and one of the most fruitful of its existence. 
After many years of enquiry and negotiation it has been offered 
a site, in the Winstone Park Domain, Mt. Roskill, for the proposed 
Sir Edmund Hillary Observatory; it is now conducting technical 
investigations as to seismological stability and freedom from indus¬ 
trial disturbance. It is about to launch a campaign for £25,000 
for a building to house the £7,000 gift telescope offered by the 
late Mrs Edith Winstone Blackwell, M.B.E. 

The Society was gratified to hear of the Farmers Trading 
Company’s generous gift to the Museum of a Spitz Planetarium; 
it will assist in any way required in the preparation of programmes. 

The membership has increased by 50 to 230; very good meet¬ 
ings have been held and interesting lectures given. Many enquiries 
have been attended to and information given, especially on the 
making of telescopes. The Planetary Section, under Mr J. B. Orr, 
has given special attention to the Sun, Jupiter and Saturn, and 
considerable photography has been accomplished.

Conchologv Section 

Although this year has been a full one for the Section, we 
cannot say there has been anything, of an outstanding nature. 
Attendances at our monthly meetings have been very good, and 
there has been an increase in membership, now making a total of 
117. The section’s Annual Bulletin, No. 14 was published in 
November. This is a printed journal of twenty eight pages includ- 
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ing half-tone and line illustrations and it contains ten original 
papers by members. 

The death is recorded of Mrs Mary Mouat who had been 
a member of this Section since 1935. She played a very much 
appreciated role in interesting young people in collecting and over 
the years was responsible for many children joining the Section. 

Some time in November it is hoped, on completion of the ex¬ 
tension to the Museum, that the Section may be able to hold its 
meeting in the more spacious room so generously provided, with¬ 
in the bounds of Dr Powell’s Office. We feel sure that this will 
be of great convenience and comfort to all. 

Maritime Section 

The newly formed Auckland Maritime Society which has 
been accepted as a Section of the Institute and Museum, held its 
inaugural meeting in October when the first Committee was 
elected: Messrs Clifford Hawkins (Chairman), A. A. Kirk, C. K. 
Hayward, A. Fisher and W. A. Laxon (Hon. Secretary). The 
four meetings so far held included a viewing of slides of old ships 
and colour slides of present-day vessels, a visit to a liner in port, 
and an address by Captain Wann of the Auckland Harbour Board 
on his service with the Northern Steamship Company and experi¬ 
ences in the Merchant Navy during the last war. Model Ships. 
Navigation, Ship Photography and Maritime history will be 
among the interests of Members of the Society. 

The Museum—past year 

The disturbances and removals mentioned in our last annual 
report continued during 1958-59; we have now evacuated all the 
areas contiguous to the new construction, moves which have in¬ 
volved the office, the library, store-rooms and work shops, and the 
first floor exhibition halls. While four exhibition halls have been 
partitioned off as temporary store-rooms we still have a full ethno¬ 
graphical display, all the decorative arts and only moderately dim¬ 
inished natural history display. We are now planning to move 
the transferred collections back past the vacated areas to the new 
administrative block. 

The library shelving has already gone and will have been re¬ 
erected in the new building by the time this report is issued; addi¬ 
tional steel shelving has arrived CKD., to use a motor import term, 
and awaits the eager hands of Mr Stewart and Mr McGuinness for 
its assembly. Mr Henson has well in hand the construction of 
CKD. wooden store-cases for the new ethnology store-rooms.

AIM Ann Report 
1958 to 1959 


Throughout all these moves all departments, library, zoology, 
botany and ethnology, have maintained their full activities of 
identifications, giving information and services to Institute mem¬ 
bers. 

Research 

Members of the staff have continued their contributions to 
research, although almost entirely as an after-hours occupation. 
The “Records of the Auckland Institute and Museum” com¬ 
menced its fifth volume with the following papers:—R. C. Cooper, 
Pohutukawa X Rata No. 2, Variation in Metrosideros in New Zea¬ 
land. K. A. J. Wise, Trichoptera of New Zealand, No. 1 with 
descriptions of New Genera and New Species. A. W. B. Powell, 
Mollusca of the Kermadec Islands, 1: New Zealand Molluscan 
Systematics with Descriptions of New Species, No. 3; The Canoes 
of Geelvink Bay, Dutch New Guinea. Gilbert Archev, Tiki and 
Pou: Free Sculpture and Applied. Guest author’s studies on 
Auckland Museum Collections were: G. T. S. Bayliss (University 
of Otago), A Botanical Survey of the small islands of the Three 
Kings Group; J. A. Hunter (D.S.I.R., Auckland), Additional 
notes on Tecomanthe speciosa from the Three Kings Islands; 
E. T. Giles, Dermaptera of the Three Kings Islands with descrip¬ 
tion of new species. 

Reconditioning 

The reconditioning of the Maori meeting house, war-canoe, 
food-stores and carvings and of the statuary has revived the ap¬ 
pearance of the Maori Court and entrance halls. The diorama 
series, Life through the Ages, was completed by Mr O’Brien be¬ 
fore he left. Re-arrangement of several exhibits, e.g., Evolution 
of Plant Life; Maori Carvings; Polynesian Statuary and Cere¬ 
monial; English Silver Plate; Postage Stamps have been under¬ 
taken as opportunity offered. 

Museum—next year 

Area and cost calculations of floor-coverings and other 
requirements for the new exhibition halls have been made; we 
shall not, however, be able to afford, nor do we expect to have time 
to effect, installation in all the new halls. Briefly the order of 
priority will be:— 

(1) Hall of Memories and Roll of Honour: the first and 
principal element in the War Memorial building itself. 

(2) Three halls for the Armed Services Museum: essential 
for access to the Hall of Memories.

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(3) Hall of Oceanic Navigation: necessary for access to 
the administrative section. 

(4) Hall of Arts and Crafts of Oceania: desirable for 
alternative access to administration and to give com¬ 
plete circulation in this area. 

(5) Re-establishment of N.Z. Bird Hall, N.Z. Geology, and 
Palaeontology at present being used as store-rooms: 
desirable for School Service teaching. 

(6) Setting up new halls of Natural history and conse¬ 
quent re-arrangement of present displays to provide 
separate halls for:—Arts of the Civilizations; Crafts 
of Primitive Folk (excluding Oceania) ; British Fur¬ 
niture and Associated Arts; Maritime Section; Aero¬ 
nautical Section: Philately and Numismatics. 

The setting up of new halls can hardly be undertaken within 
two, possibly three years; it is confidently hoped, however, that 
the hall of Oceanic Navigation can be completed in time for a 
reasonably early opening of the Second World War Memorial, 
Roll of Honour, and the three Armed Services Museum Halls. 

The date of opening will, however, inevitably depend upon 
when halls are made available under secure conditions for the lay¬ 
ing of floor coverings, installation of cases and display of speci¬ 
mens. 

The Collections 

Valuable additions have been made to the collections in every 
department and are noted in the staff reports. Here we mention 
a Jacobean carved cabinet front presented by Mr G. B. Lane and 
the Misses Lane, and a Japanese lacquer cabinet and Sheraton 
cabinet presented by Mrs R. Rose: ethnographical specimens from 
the central highlands of New Guinea recently collected by the 
donor Dr Marjorie Young, and two delicately fashioned Tridaena 
and turtle-shell ornaments from the Solomon Islands from Dr 
E. G. Sayers, C.M.G. Sir Edmund Hillary has presented the Blue 
Peter flown on “Discovery” before she sailed from Lyttelton in 
1902, and other Captain Scott mementoes, while modern aeroplane 
engines, airscrews and other aviation items are the gift of the late 
T. R. McLaren, Mr E. R. Brown, Wing Commander A. B. Waters 
and the Auckland Branch of the Royal Aeronautical Society. A 
handsome eighteenth century inlaid mahogany bureau-secretaire is 
the gift of Sir Frank Mappin. 
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Educational Services 

A new feature in this Report is the contribution by the Exten¬ 
sion Services Officer. Members already know of the School Service 
and will observe that last year it received class visits from 137 
Schools and sent nearly 400 travelling- loan cases throughout the 
province. The Extension Service provides Museum facilities for 
adults and will make them available as widely as possible in country 
districts. It is a pioneer venture for New Zealand as was the 
establishment and active operation of the School Service in 1930; 
already the Extension Service has been well received and we are 
confident that it will develop and grow.

The temporary moving of the department from the cramped 
quarters at the rear of the ground floor to the Geology Hall on 
the first floor has had compensations as well as disadvantages. 

The chief disadvantage, temporary only, was the difficulty of 
finding things, since much of the material remained for some 
months in a semi-packed state. The main advantage, more space, 
has made possible a thorough overhaul and classification of all 
the molluscan and paleontological collections. 

Most of the year was spent on this tedious but very necessary 
task, and within three months the entire reference collection of 
mollusca should be completely labelled and classified. The magni¬ 
tude of this task can be gauged from the fact that, to the present, 
the labelled, numbered and classified species of mollusca total 
69,832 lots contained in 1972 trays, each 20in x 14in, housed in 20 
cabinets, each 6ft x 3ft x 2ft. 

In addition, the collection of deep-water dredging samples 
was classified and transferred to uniform wooden boxes. These 
boxes, most of the trays and 47 of the storage cabinets were 
assembled personally. 

Work on the renovation of the spirit material is progressing 
with the voluntary help of Mr C. E. Carter. The spirit collection 
of fishes, and general invertebrate material total about 13,000 
glass jars and tubes. 

The Museum continues to receive collections of Indo-Pacific 
molluscan material, quotas from a series of Pacific and Indian 
ocean expeditions conducted by the Academy of Natural Sciences 
of Philadelphia under the patronage of Mr A. J. Ostheimer. Col¬ 
lections from this source so far received cover the Cayman Island. 
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Samoa. Palau Islands, Dutch New Guinea, Ceylon, Zanzibar and 
Guam Expeditions, totalling several thousands of species lots. 
Further Indo-Pacific molluscan material was collected and pre¬ 
sented by Commander H. R. Hatfield of H.M.S. Cook. 

Other important accessions were an extensive collection of 
Stewart Island mollusca from Mrs R. H. Harrison, forty-nine 
holotypes of Pliocene and Miocene mollusca from Professor A. 
Lillie. Geology Department, Auckland University, and a good 
specimen of the Moon Fish. Lampris regius, taken at Cape Run¬ 
away and forwarded by Mr Frank J. Kemp. 

Ten lectures were given including one in the Museum Sunday 
afternoon programme and a week-end series for the Coromandel 
Community Arts Service. 

Two overseas specialists in mollusca spent some time refer¬ 
ring to the collections. They were Miss Virginia Orr of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences of Philadelphia and Surgeon-Com¬ 
mander Koyama of the Japanese Training Ship Gingamaru. 

Three scientific papers were published during the year and a 
considerable amount of work went into two further research pro¬ 
jects, one of which is nearing completion. These are a mono¬ 
graph of the Turn’d Molluscs of the Indo-Pacific for the Academy 
of Natural Sciences of Philadelphia and a catalogue of the Antarc¬ 
tic and Sub-antarctic Mollusca for the Auckland Museum Records. 

For the purpose of the Turrid monograph the Academy of 
Natural Sciences forwarded on loan the whole of their Indo- 
Pacific Turridae and the New Zealand Geological Survey did like¬ 
wise. 

Despite the difficulty of holding meetings in the Museum 
with the Library Hall out of commission and other normal facili¬ 
ties lacking, both the conchology and maritime sections have held 
regular well attended meetings.

Ethnologist 

The collections were increased by 756 specimens. Important 
gifts received during the year included a collection of bygones and 
ethnographical specimens from Mrs S. Payne, Sepik River 
material from the Edward Earle Vaile Fund and a fine collection 
from the Central Highlands of New Guinea presented by Dr M. 
Young. 

Conditions in the department have been abnormal due to the 
further movement of material from the research and store-rooms 
to the New Zealand Bird Hall, and to the congested condition of 
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the temporary quarters. For the most part the material was 
packed in cases and then unpacked in the Bird Hall, but in order 
to economize with the space available a large quantity of stone 
implements, sinkers, grinding stones and other stone-ware was 
left packed all ready for the final move to the new building. 
Inevitably this has often hampered those wishing to study the 
material but in the circumstances it could not be avoided. 

During the move and the settling-in process Commander 
Haynes has proved invaluable. He has participated in all phases 
of movement and rearrangement and in addition has continued to 
be responsible for the registration and cataloguing of specimens; 
he has also given much technical assistance. 

Once again history students from the Ardmore Teachers’ 
College under Mrs A. H. McNaughton undertook a week’s arch¬ 
aeological field work on an island site. The results were quite 
satisfactory. Brief visits have been made to a number of districts, 
such as Dargaville. Matakohe and Anaura Bay to inspect material 
or interesting sites. At the request of the Adult Education Centre 
a ten-lecture course on “Maori Life and Culture’’ was again 
offered and was well attended . Sunday morning visits to the 
Museum and the use of many specimens supplied added interest 
to those taking the course. The Centre also arranged a week-end 
school at Gisborne at which two lectures were given and this also 
involved serving on a discussion panel. Nine other lectures were 
given to various bodies, including the opening lecture in the Auck¬ 
land Institute series, and one in the Sunday afternoon series. 

The Occupational Therapy Training School sent a group of 
students to a lecture-demonstration at the Museum and parties 
from both the Christchurch and Auckland Teachers’ Colleges were 
taken for a field afternoon on One Tree Hill. A number of 
research students have made use of the reserve collections and 
advice has been offered to a number of others concerning thesis 
work. At the request of the conveners, Mr and Mrs R. K. Morris, 
two visits were paid to Pukekohe to address, firstly, a meeting of 
people who wished to form an historical society, and secondly to 
lecture to the resulting newly-formed Franklin Historical Society. 
Two groups of Girl Guides were tested for the Maori badge. 

Scientific and educational organizations again borrowed 
freely from the reserve collections. They included schools, col¬ 
leges. dramatic societies and public libraries. To our great regret 
it will not be practicable to continue loaning material until such 
time as the department is settled in the new Wing. The appoint¬ 
ment of the Extension Service Officer naturally made great claims 
on the lending services. 
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While attending the Third Annual Conference of the New 
Zealand Archaeological Association held at Wanganui I presided 
over the proceedings. I have also served as Deputy-Chairman of 
the National Historic Places Trust, and on the Council of the Art 
Galleries and Museums Association and of the Linguistic Society 
of New Zealand.

Botanist 

In September 1958, I learnt with regret of the death on 
Little Barrier Island of Mr David Knowlton. He had nearly 
finished a study of a group of ferns for hi,s Ph.D. degree, and his 
mother presented his collection to the Museum. During the year 
Mr T. Carrick Chambers presented a large collection of New Zea¬ 
land ferns and mosses and Mr Mervyn Hynes presented back 
numbers of the Journal of the Royal Horticultural Society and 
Royal New Zealand Institute of Horticulture. 

We sent eight hundred duplicate specimens, gathered by Mrs 
P. Hvnes, to overseas institutions in response to requests for New 
Zealand material. In return for some ferns, the British Museum 
of National History sent us 120 dried plants, including some col¬ 
lected by Joseph Banks and Carl Solander, who visited New 
Zealand in 1769 on Captain Cook’s first voyage, and some sent to 
England in the 1850’s by Dr Andrew Sinclair, who was one of the 
founders of this Museum. I have continued to assist the Cancer 
Research Unit of the British Empire Cancer Campaign Society. 
Auckland, and the staff of the Chemistry Department, University 
of Auckland, with the collection and identification of plants. 

In April 1958, I visited Fiji with the aid of grants from the 
Rockefeller Foundation. New York and British Empire Cancer 
Campaign Society. Auckland. I am indebted to the Fiji Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture for growing my collection of taros under uni¬ 
form conditions for several seasons. I am also most grateful to 
Mr John Parham of the Department who collected and identified 
medicinal plants under bad weather conditions. During August 
and September I visited New Guinea with Mr D. Yen of the 
D.S.I.R. to continue field work on taro and kumara varieties. 
Local agricultural officers at Biak, Hollandia, Lae and Rabaul 
assisted us to collect representative material and the Botany 
Department, University of Sydney, helped me with chromosome 
counts. I collected specimens of medicinal and food plants for the 
Museum collections and arranged for seeds of ornamentals to be 
sent from Lae and Canberra to the Director of Parks, Auckland.

Mrs Brookes has repainted the large display case at the 
entrance to the Botany Hall and re-written faded labels. We have 
re-arranged the material in the case and provided a new “tree” 
showing the relationships of the main plant groups. Mrs Hynes 
has maintained the native plant table and, with Mrs Wood, pro¬ 
vided an attractive display of manukas for the Auckland Horticul¬ 
tural Show at the Town Hall. Mrs I. Simpson, who assisted us 
as an honorary part-time worker from 1955 to 1958 left for 
Wellington during the year. Mrs Hynes and Mrs Wood continue 
to render valued help with the endless task of maintaining and 
building up the collections. 

Mr S. G. Brooker and the writer have nearly finished the 
manuscript of a handbook on New Zealand medicinal plants and 
the Botany Division, D.S.I.R., has supplied us, most generously, 
with copies of reports gathered during the war years for a survey 
of emergency drug resources in New Zealand. 

Finally, I must mention the deaths of Drs H. H. Allan, W. R. 
B. Oliver and Mr G. O. K. Sainsbury. The recent loss of these 
leading botanists has left gaps in botanical knowledge and experi¬ 
ence that will be very hard to fill.

Librarian 

During the year, 1207 books were added to the library. Many 
were donations, and included a collection of books on the two 
world wars, and a complete set of the Geographical Magazine, 
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from Mr H. C. Matheson, while a number of rare books on early 
New Zealand were donated by Miss G. Dennison. Among addi¬ 
tions to the manuscript collection were some further Busby papers, 
deposited by Mrs Wynn-Lewis. This is a very important collec¬ 
tion, covering as it does the earliest period of government in New 
Zealand. In addition to official letters to and from Busby, there 
are personal letters from Busby to his father and brothers, written 
between 1823 and 1839. A number of letters to the Rev. R. S. 
Jackson, were donated by Miss Charlotte Mytton. These are 
concerned with the Norfolk Island mission and are mostly from 
missionaries stationed there during the 1870’s. Included are letters 
from Bishop Patteson and Bishop John Selwyn, and there is an 
eye-witness account of the murder of Bishop Patteson. As the 
use of the manuscript collection increases, it is becoming more and 
more desirable to have typed copies of letters and diaries, in order 
to reduce wear and tear on unique material. Some have already 
been done, and we are most grateful to Mr Gordon Williams who 
has undertaken to do some of this work for us. 

One hundred-and-eighty glass negatives belonging to the late 
Josiah Martin were given by his daughters, the Misses Martin. 
These photos were taken probably during the 1870’s, and show 
various parts of New Zealand and aspects of Maori life. A num¬ 
ber of other photographs have also been received by donation. 

In August and September, the library was moved to tempor¬ 
ary quarters in the Hall of Memories. The books formerly 
housed in the reading room were packed in boxes, but the New 
Zealand collection was made available on shelves. Although there 
has been some reduction in the borrowing figures, the use of the 
library has not decreased as much as might have been expected. 
An effort has been made to give members as good a service as is 
possible under difficult conditions. Two thousand and eighty-five 
people have used the library during the year, and 2794 books have 
been borrowed by members and other libraries. 

In August, Miss Margaret Conradi left to be married, and 
the position was filled by Miss Lorraine Wilson.

This has been the most difficult year I have experienced. 
Despite the noise of building operations, the inconvenience of 
restricted displays and facilities, and acute staffing problems, it 
has l>een possible to deal with nearly 28.000 attendances of whom 
1,700 were taken by their teachers. Under these circumstances, I 
have concentrated on the development of the loan material scheme 
to schools, which resulted in the serving of a further 77 provin¬ 
cial schools. This is the largest number ever admitted in one 
year. The innovation of distributing cases to urban schools by 
the carrying staff of the Auckland Education Board has vastly 
improved the city service. 

After 21 years of collaboration between the New Zealand 
Education Department and the Auckland Institute and Museum, 
this department comes of age with a performance of teaching 
some 30.000 children annually, and of supplying loan material 
regularly to nearly 400 schools, which is more than half the 
schools in its region. If in 1938, the field were a potential one, 
the work of this department is now accepted practice in many 
schools and it is apparent from the others that the demand for 
the expansion of these services constituted a real need. Thanks 
are due to the Auckland and South Auckland Education Boards 
and to the Auckland and Ardmore Teachers’ Training Colleges 
for their co-operation in promoting this service. 

In February I was appointed the New Zealand representative 
on the Education Committee of the International Council of 
Museums.

Extension Services 


The scheme to place interchangeable displays in Borough and 
County public buildings throughout the province can now be con¬ 
sidered established. 

This year, with Mrs Brookes’s co-operation, we have com¬ 
pleted nine panels on a range of subjects from shells to carved 
ivory. A tour was made in September and 15 local bodies were 
interviewed in the southern part of the province. Ten of these 
accepted the scheme, two indicated that they would be interested 
when libraries were built, and Taupo and Rotorua accepted cases 
for use in their local museums when completed. 

At present eight displays are circulating. A new case was 
designed to be sent out in a knocked-down state without the glass. 
These can be supplied at £ 10 each. 

Museum stands were set up at the Hamilton and Taumarunui 
Winter Shows. Useful contacts were made at Hamilton in particu¬ 
lar and some material was presented to the Museum. 

The full series of Institute Lectures was held; the Sunday 
lectures were continued but had to be limited to four owing to 
the builders requiring the Library. 

A series of small temporary exhibitions was commenced. An 
alcove next to the entrance was made available for the displays 
which run for approximately three weeks. Seven have been 
arranged: “She Shall Have Music’’ (a display of early musical 
contrivances and photographs), “Firearms of the Past,” “Canoes 
of the Pacific,” “The Story of Light,” “Stone Age in the 20th 
Century,” “People of Note in Early New Zealand,” and “The 
Maori through the White Man’s Eyes.” Broadcasts about each 
display have been made through 1YA in the Women’s Session, and 
occasionally also in the Children’s Hour. 

The Cambridge Historical Society brought their exhibit from 
the Hamilton Winter Show to Auckland. This was erected in 
the Botany Hall and proved very successful. 

Displays of birds were also prepared for the Hamilton and 
Auckland Acclimatisation Societies and for the Whakatane and 
Whangarei Forest and Bird Societies. Lectures were given to 
Parents Associations in Whangarei and Taumarunui. 

An exhibit was prepared for the Scout Jamboree and another 
for the Pukekohe Historical Society. 

An arrangement has been made with the Tourist Department 
for overseas tour parties to be conducted through the Museum. 
Since September approximately 100 parties have been received.
